DcBiNO the visit of the lato Governor 
to the Northwest, the Bchoonor Nanoi- 
mo Packet was seized for a breach of 
the whiskey selling Ordinance, and a 
oi $500^haying been imposed on the 
oaptain, which lie was nnablo to pay, 
the< TSBael was taken possession of and 
bronght to Victoria ; and as will be 
seen by the advertiBemeat in another co^ 
Inmn, is to be sold at auction on Tburs- 
day next by order of the Govern moot. 
The Government is perteptly' jnsliQod, 
wheQ fines recoverable by law are in- 
flicted and not paid, to turn to accjunt 
any goods and chattels belonginpto the 
defaulter in duo saliBfuction ; but wo 
counsel care insuch cafes; not beeausothe 
breach of the law should bo othorwiHo 
than properly expiated by the forfeituro, 
but that the proof of the crimo shouM 
'be duly made clear before the onforco- 
raeat of tho peaalty. Wo rendily adraii 
the propriety of Her Majesty's officers 
doing all in their power to repress the 
lillegal traffic in soUiug whisRoy to the 
•borigines ; bat where the ofTiiiidors arc 
' .'not absolutely caught Ui flagrant delit it 
Is.well that the case should be properly 
investigated by the appointed law ofli- 
oers that all proper justice may be done ; 
beoaase there are always two Hides to u 
qoestlon. It is highly probable thiU in 
the minds of Captain Mist and the hon, 
Obiet OommissiODer of Lands aud Works 
a prima /acte case was made out ; but 
we Hubmit that it is only fair that the 
evidence should belaid before tho Chiot 
Justice before ulterior proceedings ure 
taken in the matter, oi-peciaily in view cf 
the proceedings now ponding beforo tho 
Supreme Court in which iho Captain of 
the Nanaimo Packet dtclarea himself 
ready to prove that the seizure of his 
vessel was illegal, it the results of a 
verdict advercoto the Government were 
to be met by the officers, we might 
not think ourselves called upon to 
make any remarks ; but inasmuch as the 
cost of any over oxbibitiou of zeal 
' will have to come out of the public purto 
we deprecate a too hasty conclusion. 
'■■ We have a lively recollection of the ex- 
pense and trouble that ensued from the 
seizure of schooner Barromovitcb by the 
Collector ot Cnstomi for a supposed in- 
fraction 0|f,the law, and the subsequent 
'^admiBsion by the law officers of the 
illegality of the proceedings. 

We observe that the present liberal 
GovernmeBt is tryibg to divert public 
opinion from themselves to their Oon- 
Bsrvaiive predecessors, by getting up a 
sensation against the cost of the Abys- 
sinian war. The result of that campaign 
was highly ereditable to the Oonserva- 
tive Ministry, and has naturally been re- 
ferred to by Consorvativo candidates on 
the hustings as reflecting much honor 
upon Conservative administration' This, 
Mr. MundelU, a Liberal member of Par-- 
liament, takes exception to and prctend-i 
to say that a great araonnt of waslo cha- 
racterized tbo expedition. Tho original 
estima'ed cost was about £3,000,000, 
but subsequent cuiisidoration dctermiuod 
Sir R. Napiar to take 40,000 men inntead 
of 10,000, as originally proposed. Mr, 
Hondelia may think he has discovorod a 
mine of political capital, but in this he 
I» greatly mistakon. After several es- 
timates since the original one, each ris 
ing above the last, they have now reached 
£8,500,000, a large sum compared with 
the first sum mootioned, but a mere trifle 
compared with the prestige gained for 
the British arms on the occasion. To 
those who remember the outrageous man- 
ner in which British blood and gold 
woro squandered in the old war, it 
seems tho height of absurdity to talk 
about ihe cost of the clovcily conduct- 
ed oxp"dinon to Abyssinia; the whole 
cost of whieh if known, and amouuied 
to £8,500 000, (hol.ss ol lil'» boin^^ a 
mere iriflj. Wictiuss tho Walcheron 
oxpodilion in 1809, whun 7000 Britioh 
aoldiors died from ague and ttio cost, ot 
which Was 10 tiinos tho amount of th ' 
Abys-iinian affair; and then the Briii^h 
troops rolurnt'd in disi^racn. Liberal 
tao'ics seem to have only the criticin- 
jng of old aooouQts tor tliair object, u 
. ' rather mean qytlum of wariure. Jt is 
gratlfving to fta4, however, that oven 
his liberal oolleaitaes are ashamed ol 
the game of M.r. SCandeUa wbiob ii

The Visit ol Uls Excellency the GoTer- 
Dor t» tbiei' NorUivflsl Coast. 

We have before us a printad'repMt'and 
journal of ths bon. OommlMUnflr of Laoda 
and Works of the proeeedl)»g« in ooDDeotion 
with the visit of bis Eioplie'noy tho late Gov- 
ernor to tho North ^'e»t Ooa^t— tho vi«it 
which termiaaied f-»tally to bii Exoellecoy. 
A oondemed rvort ol these proceedings 
bas already ap»earod in thesa oolumns. It 
it ia aoaroelyUBoesBary for us to retnirk that 
the dooar>^ut is extremely well written, and 
that thpdoaoriplive powers of the Chief Oom- 
tnisi'Dner are of a very superior order. We 
tale the libeitj of reproducing tho following 
jxtraots from the report as boariog npon 
one of the most important prodootive lolereBis 
of which tho ooloDy has yet to boaat. Of the 
Queen Obarbite Uoal Mine, the CommicBi- 
oner writes : 

The Company'a buildings oonsist of a slore- 
bouse, oiSoe, and boarding-boose for their 
workmen, alt nramad buildings, with some 
minor bonaes scattered arouod. Here wa 
(bund Messrs Gibba nnd Lnndale, wtio are 
oDguged under contract with tho Company 
in conatruntiu;; a tramway trom ihe harbour 
— into wbi^h it is to be extended by piliou; 
nnd ires'lD work, so as lo form a pier afford- 
ing a depth of over 20 feet of water along- 
side at low tide— to the ousl works, about a 
mile diBtunt, From the pmpssad pier the 
tramway will rise gradually for a diataDoe of 
3G00 fi;ei to a height of 18* feat above high 
water. From thia poiiit a chute will bo con- 
straoted, frota the t')p ol . which a further 
short section of tramwaj will connect with 
the mouth of the tunnel, at a height of 448 
leet above the level of high water, and 
lant aboui 4600 fett (rnra the sea-shore. Of 
thia tramway, about 1700 feet from the sea- 
abora is now viulinlly Qciisheri, and from the 
charaolar ol thf^ portion already done, I an- 
liciFate that when the whole i-i oomplolad it 
will be a very eub»tiDtial worki and afford 
ao Gconomical and very efGoienI means ol 
leading the coal down lor stiipment. 

Actompaoied by the gentlemen above- 
named; I wul'a'd up to the tunnel with which 
the tramway is to connect. There we found 
Mr. Bobinson who has at preseot charge 
of the coal working, beiog employed by the 
company noder contract lo get out and di- 
liver at the top of the proposed chute a 
speciQid amouiit of coul. 

By this gaotleman we werfe conducted into 
Ihe tunnel — c^illjd Nicholenn'a Tunnel — 
which iH 619 ti long. At 210 ft from \ti 
mouth the coal fs struck, and iheooe extends 
to the end of the toonel, where there is a 
fault, the walls of the vein cpming togelber 
graduiilly for the laot 100 feet until they 
close iiltogather. The whole ihicknesj of th s 
seam is nearly 6 leet, in which are two vios 
ol pure 00:il, QTOrai^jne 3 feet and 1 loot 3 in- 
oht'tf tt'ick re9|)ectivtly, eeparated by a sUte'< 
Ebule midatooe 6 iaobea thick. Tbeie veira 
are nearly vertioal, aod their f;en8ral coarce 
bears N., 40° Vf. 'Ihe coal has been proved 
by practical esporimeat to be of very good 
quuliiy. We wi'ro alao shown by Mr RobiU' 
i-oo throe other tunnels which have been 
driven 112. 433, and 430 leet respeotively. 
In the tirpt caLed LtobinaoD's tunnel, the coal 
had been iound, but broken and dltir tegra- 
led ; Ihe other tunnela, IlatahiaajnU and 
Wilkes', are dejiened to strike the vein nu« 
being worked in Kicbolsoo'a tun el above, 
bat have not yet been roo io the full distanop. 
Tbete tuoneU are all driven into tho steep 
north slope of a ranpe of high hilla, the »am- 
mil peak of which— Mount Seymour is about 
4000 leet high. Outcrops ol ooal are lound 
la the bedn and along the banks ol almost 
every stream man log down this mcuntoin 
slope. There can be no doobt of the abun- 
dance ol the coal in this Delgbborhood ; and 
its valunblo qujlity i^ I bilievo folly asoer* 
tnined. From ttu' faoility with which it can 
ba got out and, after the tramway is oon- 
itruotcd, put on board ship, in harbour easy 
of aocesa lot vesBels of any size, there appeara 
every reaxon to antici()ata that this coal bed 
may be proStablv worked. Tde only o ntin- 
gency to bo feared, in my mind, arises from 
the broken chnrnctor of the forrobtioo la which 
this coal is situnted, which may render tha 
continuous working of the coal more difBcult 
and expentivo than is now contemplated. 

Of ttie Isqnash (commonly written So- 
qnaBh) minen. Mr. Truioh sajs; 

Here Captain Mist, Mr. Lowndes and roy-

jetty, wblob exiends some 200 feet out from 
hi.;h water, the shore being very sbelving, 
and wo were therclore relaotantly obliged to 
jrivo u[) the idea nC coaling herei The coal 
crops out on ibo beach where we landed, and 
extend I back, rising very graduully in a di- 
reciion nearly w. st, the vein having a alight 
dip to the southward, The Oual hitherto ta- 
ken out bns, been mostly obtained by strip- 
ping oO the ovetlayiog aurfaoe, the atratifi- 
catiim being so nearly horizontal, Bat a 
lunnel hiis been run, striking the vejn at 
iihoiii 1(10 ti'oi fronr, its ra lUih, from which 
some CO ions ot coal hava been taken and 
ore 01) tho jetty wui ing for tho Beaver. 
Thii vein is thin, bub the quality of ooal, ep- 
per^i illy that tatceo from the tunnel appeen 
excellent, and its value for steam purponei 
has bien fully ertablished by prac'ical ex- 
poridticu ; and I maob rei;ret wo could not 
hiive Ihe opportunity of lurlher proving it in 
till! uSparrowhiiwk. The country lor eome 
miles buck from tho uouai at this point af- 
(lears tnuiJcrdt'jIy low and regular, nnd from 
the chari.oier of tno formation where we 
landed, I sliooM c<HU'][ude that this coal vein 
<xoa\d prove contiouuus unci easily worked, 
VV'a gut on board again a liti).e ' after S o'- 
olucl', and {z(<t Uuder weigh at once, prooeodr 
ing uiuwly at firat OD aorooot of a thick bank 
ol fu^ whioh rendered the navigation dan.

Popular Feeling iu Irelaudi 

Ofl Monday night Mr Chatlea P, O'Connor, 
w»io under tbe nom>nei'dC*';pifuinc 'Of 'Cairo 
Theirna' baa beau a contributor to the 'na- 
iionol' literature, delivered a lecture on Irish 
poetry at the Oork AthoD»ura before a crowd- 
ed and entbuainstio audience. After quoting 
tbo saying of Fletcher of Saltoun 'Give me 
the making of a peoples ballada ond I care 
not who makes tboir lawa,' be expresaed bis 
grailQcation tbatii from .the time the aoouCRed 
footalopi of tbe invader were planted on Irish 
soil down to tbe present dny tho bards ol Ire- 
land bad made it their miesion when tho strong 
arm of oppression was raised, a:! it was now, 
above tbe people lo protest with their inspired 
voices against submission to tyranny. He 
inlonned tbe audience that be 'was no flun- 
key, no West Biiton'— apiocaotlntoltlgeneo 
whioh they did not need lo hear, but which 
pleased thorn greatly. He was an Irishnoan 
he said, who lovod his country and would die 
for her. "Ha was on Irishman, hoping and 
tbirsiinu for tho day when' — here be paused 
and while breathless silence prevailed rcques- 
led the meeting 'not to interrupt him again.' 
This provoked loud laughter, and ho tbeii 
went on to toll them bow much be admired 
iho men ol the old land, and, except ihe man 
of '82 none uioro than the mon of '98. This 
introduced the song, 'Who fears to speok of 
'98?' Next followed asuRRestivo puroiiy ol 
D'Arcy M'Geti'fl sooj,', 'My hish Wile,' its 
litlo boint; 'My i'jnjiioh Wile,' and the name 
(if th(? cara ::posa ' .Minnie Rifl .' He then 
roeitcd John S ivngo's poem ' Shane O'Neill,' 
cominonciiig with tbu words — 'A curse upon 
the Saxon.' Tho Cork llcriihl naively ob- 
serves;—' It ii needless to aay that the prayer 
lit tho o[ieiiin;^ lines was received with a 
leiud Amen.' Af tr this act ol devotion tho 
lecturer alluded to Dublin Castle as a 'tiok 
nl cnrrupiion and iolamy.' The andienoe 
warmly approved the sertiment. Tbo Black- 
piiol band aflerwards pliyed ' the soul-slir- 
ring strains' o( 'God save Ireland.' Nu- 
merous other bullads simjins the pruiaes of 
t ie volunieers, the hercos of 18-lB aud ISliS 
ivcic reo tod ; and he finished oli' by a poem 
in honor of Peter O'Noil Crowley, who was 
shot during the last outbreak in Kilulooney 
Wood. The local paper remarks as signiQ- 
cant ircidents the luuj cheering which Crow- 
lej'o name called forth, aud tho hearlinesa 
wiib which two policQiiien in civilian dress, 
were recogni/.t'd, end hiaecd by the ns^cui. 
bly, A vole of ibauks was pn.isi d to the lec- 
turer ; and Mr. Cornelius O'Sullivan, in sec- 
onding the motion, expres:«cd bis great ad- 
iniralioQ of an ' EoRlish wifo.' He ' ques 
tioned whether Father Gladstone would give 
one of his duu;4hiers or not ; but they would 
endeavor to get wiviS elaewbcre, more par- 
ticularly from Father Jonathan.' Tho re- 
peated visits wbicli bud beeo made to tho 
Cork gunahops and the houses of the goatiy 
In search of huch 'wives' showed that the 
ndmira'ion referred In was very genorully feli 
in the Faire Citio. Ttie hiialc was oa loyal 
as tbo rest ot the cnterlalninont, the band 
playing Ibe Irisb natiooikl antbcni, and the 
nudieocB standing and siogiog ' God Save 
Ireland.'

Tbe gun and its ammunition 
were oalcoLited for eaoh other, regard being 
had both lo power, endurance, weight and 
cost ; aud that tliorc may be no mistake as to 
iha powers of tbe Woolwich nioe-inch gun, 
wiih battering chorges ol foity-three pounds, 
we give tbo miixitnum peootratiois which 
the !»ni) is capalile ol oQocting, as laid down 
by the Committee on FortiBcat ona ; into 
earth loriy leet, into concrete twelve feet, into 
brickwork twelve leat [but wilb fraotoring 
ond dieiotegrating eQeoc lo a much greater 
depth and over a coDBiderabls area], into 
Iron plaiios eleven mcbeF. 

Tbo Second gun fired 400 rounds with 
Ihiriy-pouod chartjes, and C49 wiih foity- 
Ihroi! pound chargef) — 1,049 rounds in all. 
nuiiot; the firioK ol the 400 Ihirtjvpound 
eliarges, and during 207 ol the forty-throe 
pound charges, tbe vent was in the rear ol 
tbe usual place. The last 442 roouds with 
lorly, three pounds were fired through a vent, 
in 'ho ordiiiury service position, whoh is 
more severe upon tho gun. The piece is 
now uoservicosb le, but becamo so by a most 
gradual and easlly=wutched process. About

(•loseu the vent, so thai furilier liriog became 
impo^aible. Thus, tluiu^ h tho gun ii unser- 
iocnblo, it has stood an enormous lest, itnd 
yielded'slawly at laat, siep by step.

Dr liiird w^s aakud bow they man- 
aged in that latitude with hired persons and 
what they conaidered a day, He replied thai 
they worked by the hour, and twelve hours 
would be coofidered n d ly's work, Hirds and 
animals lake their accujtomed rosi at tbu 
usual hour, whether Ibe sun gcei down or not.
